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Conceptual Site Plan for SHL 


Wins Planning Board Approval 


At its Thursday, July 28 meet- 
ing, the Prince George’s County 
Planning Board considered and 
approved, with conditions, the 
Conceptual Site Plan (CSP) for 
the redevelopment proposal sub- 
mitted by the present owners of 
the Springhill Lake apartment 
complex, Apartment Investment 
and Management Company 
(AIMCO). 

Approval of the CSP repre- 
sents a first critical hurdle for the 
redevelopment proposal. Several 
additional hurdles remain before 
actual construction can begin on 
the estimated $600 million 
project. 

AIMCO is seeking to rede- 
velop the 2,889 rental units lo- 
cated in Greenbelt West that 
were originally constructed in the 
1960s. The proposal includes 
5,800 dwelling units of various 
types of which approximately 25 
percent will be sold, not rented. 

The proposal also calls for a 
minimum of 15,000 square feet 
of retail space, a community 
building and associated recre- 
ational facilities and relocation of 
an existing elementary school. 
AIMCO is seeking to rezone the 
property from Rental Residential 
(R-18) to the Mixed Use-Infill 
(M-U-I) Zone, increase the den- 
sity for the site over the recom-

mended density of the October, 
2001 Greenbelt Metro Area Ap- 
proved Sector Plan and Sectional 
Map Amendment and amend 
height restrictions in the adopted 
Sector Plan. 

Approval Recommended 

The technical staff of the 
county Planning Board submit- 
ted a report to the board recom- 
mending approval of the CSP 
with about 33 listed conditions. 
The staff noted their agreement 
with the developer’s justification 
to increase the density, consistent 
with the M-U-I Zone and recom- 
mended submitting an amend- 
ment to the building height re- 
quirements at the time of the De- 
tailed Site Plan (DSP) review 
when adequate information justi- 
fying such an amendment can be 
assessed regarding the impact on 
immediate and surrounding de- 
velopment. 

The technical staff also agreed 
with the developer’s justification 
to rezone the entire property to 
the M-U-I Zone, noting that the 
specific purposes of the SHL De- 
velopment District Overlay Zone, 
as expressed in the Sector Plan, 
are best implemented by a 
change in zoning of the prop- 
erty to M-U-I. The staff report 
also noted that, although the 
owner of the property may re- 


quest changes to the underlying 
zone in conjunction with the re- 
view of a CSP, the Planning 
Board is required to hold a pub- 
lic hearing on the application 
and make a recommendation to 
the District Council (the Prince 
George’s County Council sitting 
on zoning matters). Only the 
District Council may approve a 
request to change the underlying 
zone of a property. 

Before approving the CSP ap- 
plication, the Planning Board 
heard an overall concept presen- 
tation on the proposed redevel- 
opment from Joe De Tuna, vice 
president for Redevelopment and 
Construction Services of AIMCO 
and a brief presentation on spe- 
cific requests in the CSP applica- 
tion from Andre Gingles, a local 
zoning attorney representing 
AIMCO. 

City’s Position 

Terri Hruby, assistant planner 
for the City of Greenbelt, spoke 
on behalf of the city. She noted 
that the city generally supports 
the technical staff recommenda- 
tions and conditions being ap- 
plied to the CSP approval rec- 
ommendation. She argued that 
the city had problems with only 
two items proffered by the devel-

Filing Deadline for Council 
Candidates Is September 26 


On Tuesday, November 8 
Greenbelt citizens will elect the 
five members of the city council 
who will represent them for the 
next two years. Greenbelt resi- 
dents who want to run for city 
council, to sign a petition for 
someone to run for council or to 
vote in the election must be reg- 
istered to vote in Prince George’s 
County. Since universal voter 
registration began in Greenbelt in 
1991 the city has not maintained 
a separate voter registration list. 

Candidacy for Council 

Any qualified voter of the city 
wishing to run for council may do 
so by submitting the following 
forms: 


1. Nomination Petition — This 
form requires the signature of at 
least 50 qualified voters of the 
city and must be signed by the 
circulator of the petition and no- 
tarized. The signatures should 
give the petitioner’s proper name 
(e.g., Mary Doe or Mrs. John 
Doe) and address. 

2. Acceptance of Nomination 
— This form notes that the 
nominee agrees to serve, if 
elected. It must be filed along 
with the nomination petition and 
an affidavit containing a sworn 
statement providing the 
candidate’s name, date of birth,

I don’t 
know what the deal with my deer 
was as I was no more than a few 
feet off Lastner Lane but I 
haven’t seen it again. And I al- 
ways look.

My 
family loved gardening and we 
had lots of tropical plants and 
flowers that bloomed most of the 
year. The sight of bougainvil- 
leas, birds-of-paradise and anthu- 
rium was so pretty I had to cap- 
ture them in sketches and pic- 
tures. That’s how I started to 
paint and photograph nature,” 
Conaty said with fondness. 

Born to a family of teachers 
and engineers, she obtained 
bachelor and master degrees in 
civil engineering. Conaty juggled 
between designing high-rise 
buildings and explaining the Ber-

noulli principle to 
freshmen college stu- 
dents. 

“I got hooked into 
natural history when I 
read the works of Jean- 
Henri Fabre, Rachel 
Carson and Henry 
David Thoreau,’ Conaty 
recalls. She now has a 
doctoral degree in envi- 
ronmental science from 
the University of the 
Philippines and a passion for 
teaching and learning. 

“Now that I live across from 
Greenbelt Lake, I could spend a 
lot of time looking under rocks 
or over the sky to observe the 
most minuscule object on Earth 
to the vast expanse of space and 
just have a great time.”

Hugh D. Jascourt 








Hugh D. Jascourt, a 
41-year Greenbelt resi- 
dent, died at his 
Maplewood Court 
home on July 27, 
2005. 

He led three full 
lives: first, as a labor 
lawyer with the gov- 
ernment from 1960 to 
1991, serving in ex- 
ecutive positions in a 
labor union, several federal 
agencies and law entitites too 
numerous to list with his pas- 
sions being arbitration and me- 
diation. After retiring in 1991, 
he founded the Agency for Dis- 
pute Resolution and Synergistic 
Relations, a nonprofit mediation 
service in Greenbelt. He also 
served on the Greenbelt Em- 
ployee Relations Advisory 
Board from 1977 until his death 
and had served as chair since 
2002. 

His second life was a passion 
born in junior high school — 
running. He organized the first 
Road Runners Club in Philadel- 
phia, where he was born in 
1935, and in Detroit, where he 
earned his law degree and was 
editor of the Wayne State Uni- 
versity law journal. 

In 1959 he moved to Wash- 
ington, D.C., founded the D.C. 
Road Runners and organized 
races. He ran in his races and 
helped coach the U.S. track and 
field team at international 
games. He set up an interna- 
tional woman’s race and helped 
build inner-city races, especially 
among high school students. 
The Hugh Jascourt Race at 
Hains Point is run by the Na- 
tional Road Runners. In 1986, 
he was named to the Road Run- 
ners Club America Hall of Fame. 

A Penn Relays official for 
more than 30 years, he was a 
master official honoree of the 
2000 races. His goal was to 
promote fitness; he developed 
the Master’s Race for those over 
40 in D.C. He served four terms 
as National President of the 
Road Runners Club and he 
helped with the first Road Run- 
ners race in Greenbelt. 

His third life revolved 
around his family and commu- 
nity. Both he and Resa, his 
wife of nearly 42 years, were in- 
volved in school PTAs. Hugh 
was president of the Mary 
Bethune Junior High School

oper. One had to do with the 
height limitation relaxation and 
the other with the timing for the 
developer’s requirement for es- 
tablishing a continuing funding 
mechanism for a trolley/tram or 
similar light transit system to 
provide a mobile connection 
within the project area. 

AIMCO and the city reached 
agreement on the height restric- 
tions to permit a maximum 
height of 12 stories for residen- 
tial buildings next to the Capital 
Beltway and 10 stories for resi- 
dential-only buildings’ on 
Cherrywood Lane. If the 
Cherrywood Lane buildings pro- 
vide retail space on the first two 
stories, those buildings also could 
reach 12 stories. 

AIMCO also withdrew their 
proposed amended language relat- 
ing to the timing for the local 
transit system obligations. With 
those changes, the city, the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission (M-NCPPC) 
technical staff and the developer 
were pretty much in agreement on 
the CSP conditions approved by 
the Planning Board. 

Other Viewpoints 

Other speakers included Bob 
Koontz, director of Planning and 
Architectural Services for the 
Prince George’s County Board of 
Education; Anthony Robinson, 
representing his mother, who is a 
Springhill Lake tenant; William 
Orleans, a Greenbelt resident; 
and Kap Kapistan, representing 
the Quantum Companies, owners 
of the Beltway Plaza Shopping 
Mall. 

Echoing a June 28, 2005, let- 
ter from Prince George’s County 
Board of Education member Jose 
Morales to the M-NCPPC techni- 
cal staff, Koontz noted that the 
school system has reviewed the 
CSP and does not oppose the 
redevelopment plan. However, 
since several issues remain to be 
resolved regarding demolition of 
the existing Springhill Lake EI- 
ementary School and its reloca- 
tion to a site adjacent to the 
Greenbelt Middle School, the 
school system cannot fully en- 
dorse the plan. The outstanding 
issues involve the funding, 
scheduling and (expected) enroll- 
ment capacities of the new 
school. 

Kapistan told the Planning 
Board that Beltway Plaza Mall, 
while generally supportive of the 
CSP, wanted to make sure there 
were opportunities for better in- 
tegration of the redeveloped 
Springhill Lake with the rear of 
the Beltway Shopping Mall. His 
organization has been meeting 
with the City of Greenbelt on a 
proposed concept plan that pro- 
poses access across Breezewood 
Drive to the Beltway Plaza prop- 
erty. The rear section of the 
Plaza would be redeveloped to 
provide a public area with the- 
aters and restaurants. 

Kapistan believes such a plan 
would make the rear of the mall 
more inviting. He envisioned no 
increase in the current square 
footage for retail on the mall 
property but forsaw a “modest” 
residential development opposite 
the Springhill Lake project facing 





Breezewood Drive. 
Planning Perspective 

Orleans, a Greenbelt resident, 
urged the board to review the 
three Greenbelt West projects to- 
gether from a planning perspec- 
tive. He hoped the Planning 
Board would carefully review all 
three of the development 
projects being considered in 
Greenbelt West so that the 
projects are “integrated as a 
whole.” 

Elizabeth Hewlett, chair of the 
Planning Board, assured Orleans 
that the board was aware of all 
three areas. She said that the 
proposed Metroland development 
and the Springhill Lake redevel- 
opment were not being reviewed 
in a vacuum. However, the abil- 
ity to do such developments to- 
gether was dependent on the in- 
dividual property owners and 
was beyond the authority of the 
board. 

Anthony Robinson, the only 
speaker listed in opposition to 
the CSP, said his mother has re- 
sided in the complex for the past 
seven years and lives on a very 
limited income. He wanted the 
board to assure that the redevel- 
opment proposal included provi- 
sions for affordable housing as 
part of the concept. His concern 
was that his mother would be 
priced out of the development if 
there were no requirements for 
affordable rents for existing ten- 
ants. Hewlett thanked Robinson 
for his remarks but noted, again, 
that under current county law 
the board is not empowered to 
address such economic issues as 
part of its review. 

After making some minor 
modifications to the findings, 
recommendations and conditions 
contained in the technical staff 
report, the Planning Board 
unanimously approved the Con- 
ceptual Site Plan. 

Future Action 

With that action by the Plan- 
ning Board, more hard work is 
ahead for AIMCO representa- 
tives, the city and county plan- 
ning departments and the Board 
of Education to move the CSP 
toward a Detailed Site Plan and 
a Preliminary Plan of Subdivi- 
sion. Although action on 
those planning requirements 
might be scheduled this fall, the 
developer needs to reach agree- 
ments: with the City of Green- 
belt and the Prince George’s 
County Board of Education on 
unresolved issues associated with 
the elementary school reloca- 
tion; with the city on planning/ 
design issues and resolution of 
the issues associated with the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter (either replacement or ex- 
pansion); and other issues aris- 
ing on the way to developing 
the site plan.

3. Financial Disclosure State- 
ment — This form lists business 
entities and real estate interests 
held by the nominee and family 
and sources of specified income 
or debt. The statement covers 
the period January 1, 2004, 
through December 31, 2004.

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Comptroller Warns of Phone Tax Scam 


Comptroller William Donald 
Schaefer warns taxpayers to be 
careful when speaking to anyone 
asking for personal information 
in the guise of a state official 
collecting taxes. This past week- 
end Marylanders began receiv- 
ing phone calls claiming they 
are delinquent on their income 
taxes. The calls lead in by 
claiming a taxpayer owes thou- 
sands of dollars in back taxes 
and then asks the individual to 
confirm his or her social security 
number and other personal infor- 
mation to verify that, in fact, 
they do not owe any money to 
the state. 

“Calling tax debtors at their 
homes is one of our last resorts,” 
said Schaefer. “Be suspicious of 
anyone who calls asking for per- 
sonal information. Don’t reveal 
anything sensitive and ask them 
to be the ones to verify your 
personal information.” 

Initially the Comptroller’s Of- 
fice sends a letter to a delinquent 
taxpayer or business, listing any 
unpaid charges incurred for 
taxes, interest and penalties and 
asking for return correspondence. 
At that point, should the tax- 
payer fail to reply, pay the debt 
or provide a reason for not pay-

ing or enter into a payment plan, 
the Comptroller’s Office can then 
file a lien, attach assets (including 
bank accounts), intercept state 
and federal tax refunds, garnish 
wages, file an estimated assess- 
ment for taxes due in unreported 
periods, issue a summons to ap- 
pear at a hearing to revoke a 
sales tax license or initiate other 
legal processes, suspend state 
payments if the taxpayer does 
business with the state, prevent 
renewal of state business licenses 
or list the delinquent taxpayer on 
the comptroller’s “Caught in the 
Web” site.

Leaders program,” said Elrod. “I 
survived, but I can’t say it was a 
good presentation.” 

For his dedication and effort, 
Elrod will receive scholarship 
money and academic credit. 
However, these rewards are small 
compared to what he calls “sub- 
stantive work experience.” 

“Compared to other intern- 
ships I’ve had this is definitely 
the most relevant experience I 
could hope to gain,” said Elrod, 
who has come a long way since 
the beginning of summer, famil- 
iarizing himself with Greenbelt’s 
council-manager form of govern- 
ment. 

“It’s a progressive-era idea 
where the mayor serves on the 
council with the same power as 
any other councilmember,” he 
explained, calling it the “last ma- 
jor development in local govern- 
ment structure in the 20s and 
30s.” 

Elrod admitted he knew noth- 
ing about the city of Greenbelt 
or its council-manager govern- 
ment prior to his summer stint at 
the City Manager’s office. In 
fact he had not even been to 
Greenbelt before his initial inter- 
view with McLaughlin. 

But Elrod did come to 
Greenbelt knowing something 
about public policy. While at- 
tending George Washington Uni- 
versity, where he would receive 
his bachelor’s degree in philoso- 
phy, Elrod worked for D.C. Cen- 
tral Kitchen as well as a non- 
profit environmental group. 

“It’s one thing to discuss an 
issue in a classroom, but it’s an- 
other thing to confront it and 
deal with it,” said Elrod. 


Local Level 

He recalls his freshman year 
as the onset of his drive toward 
civil service, though he could 
not pinpoint his aspirations to 
one particular occurrence. His 
thoughts on service were ecu- 
menical at first but after leaving 
George Washington University he 
became more provincial-minded, 
by passing the global and na- 
tional levels and focusing on the 
local political spectrum instead. 

After working for a non-profit 
conflict resolution organization, 
he came to the conclusion that 
too many abstract theories came 
from the federal level where poli- 
ticians often did not stay focused 
on getting the results they 
wanted. He found that the poli- 
ticians would cause political 
conflict rather than work to ac- 
complish common goals. 

“TI felt that] more good could 
probably be done at the local 
level,” Elrod said. 

Elrod will try to do some 
good of his own someday — as a 
city manager. 

‘““He’s expressed to us that one 
of the reasons that he’s interested 
in the internship is to get expe- 
rience in city management as a 
possible career opportunity and 
based on everything that we’ve 
seen, he’d be an excellent candi-

[master’s] degree down the road,’ 
said City Manager McLaughlin.

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Berwyn Heights Considers Financial 
Agreement with Metroland Developers 


At their August 10 meeting, 
the Berwyn Heights mayor and 
town council will consider an of- 
fer from the Metroland develop- 
ers to mitigate the impact of the 
proposed Greenbelt Station 
project on the Town of Berwyn 
Heights, according to the Berwyn 
Heights Bulletin. 

The developer has proposed 
to build a 169-acre mixed use, 
transportation-oriented develop- 
ment consisting of a 95-acre 
commercially oriented North 
Core (current site of the 
Greenbelt Metro Station) and a 
74-acre residentially-oriented 
South Core (the A.H. Smith prop- 
erty north of Branchville Road 
along the railroad tracks). They 
would be tied together by a con- 
nector road that will also link 
the Capital Beltway with Green- 
belt Road west of 57th Avenue. 

On the 74 acres in the South 
Core, 27 acres will be open 
space, five acres will be used for 
roads and the remaining 42 acres 
will be developed’ with 
townhouses, apartments, condo- 
miniums and an 110,000 square 
foot neighborhood retail center. 

According to the Bulletin, the 
developer is offering the Town of

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County Council Oks Bill 
Authorizing GHI Additions

On Tuesday, July 26 the 
Prince George’s County Council, 
on an 8-0 vote, approved CB- 
042-2005 that clears the way for 
the county planning staff to re- 
sume issuing building permits for 
additions in Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. and elsewhere in the core of 
Greenbelt. Meanwhile, former 
GHI Architecture and Environ- 
ment Committee co-chairs Will- 
iam Wilkerson and John Nichols 
have asked County Executive Jack 
Johnson for a formal investiga- 
tion of the county’s failure to en- 
force the previous law. 

County Legislation 

A 1988 law (CB-134-1988), 
passed as part of an effort to pre- 
serve the city’s Residential 
Planned Community (RPC) zoning, 
required a detailed site plan re- 
view for all additions increasing 
the size of a building by more 
than 25 percent of the property’s 
original gross floor area. How- 
ever, until earlier this year this 
provision had not been enforced. 

The new county legislation 
exempts from this requirement 
properties owned by a coopera- 
tive housing corporation with at 
least 1,000 residential dwelling 
units and an internal review pro- 
cess for additions and alterations. 
The legislation also eliminates 
requirement for a detailed site 
plan review for single family resi- 
dential units and public build- 
ings within a municipality in an 
RPC zone. Although not spe- 
cifically so worded, these provi- 
sions apply only to Greenbelt. 
The legislation will become ef- 
fective on September 12. 

Investigation Requested 

In a July 17 letter to the 
county executive, Wilkerson and 
Nichols had requested “a formal 
investigation into the facts and 
circumstances of the failure to 
enforce CB 134-1988, to identify 
the responsible public officials 


and to determine if any criminal 
or civil penalties are warranted.” 
Wilkerson told the News Review 
on July 30 that he has not yet 
received a response to his letter. 

Wilkerson and Nichols charge 
that “failure of developers to ob- 
tain site plan approval and the 
government’s failure to enforce the 
law have damaged the historic 
district.” They estimate that up to 
100 additions exceeding the 25 
percent threshold have been built 
since 1990 and that without en- 
forcement of this law issues such 
as setbacks, yard coverage, green 
area, parking and stormwater man- 
agement have not been reviewed 
by county officials. 

Wilkerson and Nichols also 
raise questions about the conduct 
of various city and county offi- 
cials. They question statements 
of several city, county and GHI 
officials that they were not previ- 
ously aware of this law. In ad- 
dition, the two men expressed 
concern over the new county 
legislation, calling it “spot zon- 
ing by text amendment and the 
worst kind of special interest leg- 
islation.” 

Wilkerson and Nichols con- 
clude that “the county, city and 
others knew about the DSP [de- 
tailed site plan] requirement of CB 
134-1988. It appears that of those 
who knew about it, someone ap- 
parently decided the DSP require- 
ment was ‘onerous’ and the imple- 
mentation of the law was thwarted 
by an extra-legal agreement to ig- 
nore it. If the facts support this 
conclusion, something must be 
done. County and city employees 
and elected officials cannot be al- 
lowed to determine personally 
which laws should be enforced 
and which should not. Allowing 
government officials to pick and 
choose the laws they intend to 
implement is a dangerous prece- 
dent.” 
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The 51st annual Labor Day 
Festival is less than one month 
away and the committee is prom- 
ising great weather this year — 
no rain!

Greenbelters Mostly Support CB-42

Greenbelt residents and com- 
munity officials attended the 
Prince George’s County Council 
meeting and spoke at the July 26 
public hearing on CB-42-2005 to 
eliminate a recently rediscovered 
provision of zoning law that 
would have required GHI members 
to file detailed site plans (DSPs) 
with a county agency for larger 
additions to their homes. 

The bill, sponsored by Dis- 
trict 4 Councilmember Douglas 
J.J. Peters, also removed that re- 
quirement for non-GHI homes 
and City of Greenbelt projects 
that were previously covered by 
the old law, passed in 1988 but 
not previously implemented. Af- 
ter the hearing the county coun- 
cil unanimously approved the 
legislation. 

Speakers included representa- 
tives of the City of Greenbelt and 
GHI, both of which had previ- 
ously decided to support the bill, 
as well as a number of GHI 
members. 

Speaking for GHI were four 
members of the Board of Direc- 
tors, President Julia Eichorst, Trea- 
surer Sylvia Lewis, Chuck Hess 
and Dorothy Lauber. They ar- 
gued that requiring a DSP was 
unnecessary since GHI has a 
longstanding concern for the 1m- 
pact of additions on the commu- 
nity and a rigorous process for 


evaluating applications for them. 
They outlined that process and 
added that GHI was currently re- 
viewing its policies regarding ad- 
ditions. 

The board members said the 
DSP requirement would cause 
hardship for members because 
complying with it would be ex- 
pensive and time-consuming and 
especially burdensome for some 
members whose additions have 
already been approved under GHI 
rules and procedures. (Monica 
Mische, a GHI member caught in 
that bind, spoke later in the hear- 
ing.) They also pointed out that 
GHI units are quite small and 
mentioned a number of reasons 
why its members might desire ad- 
ditions. 

City Testimony 

Greenbelt Assistant Planning 
Director Terry Hruby briefly men- 
tioned points made by Mayor 
Judith Davis in a letter to the 
County Council explaining the 
city’s support of the bill. Hruby 
said that DSPs were impractical to 
administer in the GHI neighbor- 
hood because, unlike more tradi- 
tional townhouse developments, it 
had no subdivided lots, which 
precluded measuring compliance 
with such standards as setbacks 
and green space. She added that 
the city thought it would be in- 
equitable not to exempt non-GHI 
single-family homes covered by 
the old law. 


Speaking against the bill were 
William Wilkerson and John 
Nichols, former volunteer co- 
chairs of GHI’s Architecture and 
Environment Committee, whose 
split with GHI’s Board of Direc- 
tors over this bill had led to their 
dismissal. Wilkerson and Nichols 
recapped criticisms of GHI they 
had made in letters to the 
County Council and the city of 
Greenbelt. 

They argued that GHI has no 
site plan for long-term develop- 
ment, no architectural standards 
or expertise to ensure mainte- 
nance of architectural style and 
no procedure for evaluating the 
impact of additions. They said 
that these defects had had adverse 
impacts on GHI’s appearance and 
livability and portended more to 
come. They stated that over 100 
additions had been built since 
1990 in violation of existing law 
and that claims that requiring site 
plans for new additions would be 
burdensome were exaggerated. 
They also said that changing 
zoning rules by a law aimed at a 
particular community was unwise 
because it lent itself to abuse by 
special interests. 

Todd Turner, a spokesperson 
for Peters, said later that Peters 
appreciated working with the 
city and GHI in developing the 
bill. 

David Morse, a GHI member, 
spoke in support of the bill.
